(D-Van Dyke), said he would in­ 
troduce a resolution calling for bi­ 
partisan support for a plan to en­ 
act a one per cent 
corporation 
profits tax, the estimated $20,000,- 
000 yearly proceeds to be earm ark­ 
ed for roads. 
M aking it clear the idea was his 
own, Romani said he believed the 
levy had more chance of Repub­ 
lican support than Williams’ pro­ 
posal for a five or six per cent cor­ 
poration levy to cover his estimat­ 
ed $110,000,000 deficit. 
“Something has got to be done 
about these roads,” Romano said.

Green Lumber Dried 
By Chemical Method 


W ASHINGTON — Green lum ­ 
b er is dried more rapidly than in 
ordinary drying processes by an 
improved chemical treatm ent. The 
methods involved in this process 
of increasing the drying rate of 
wood were awarded n patent this 
week by the U. S. Patent Office. 
The development is the work of 
William Knrl Longborough 
and 
Leif Dedrick Espenas of Madison, 
Wis. Rights are assigned to the U. 
S. government. Patent num ber is 
2.500.945. A total of 733 patents 
were issued this week. 
These scientists discovered that 
wood treated with certain chemi­ 
cals, such as ammonium carbonate 
or a m ixture of urea an dsodium 
bicarbonate, will dry out faster 
than similar untreated wood un ­ 
der identical drying 
conditions. 
These chemicals give gaseous pro­ 
ducts within the wood which tend 
to open up the capillary structure 
and promote the rate of moisture 
movement in the wood.

into the possibilities

igan, Wisconsin and Minnesota.

ways been with us,” said Baxter, 
while visiting in Escanaba. 
“Its 
threat to the aspen has become 
serious now because this tree is 
considered im portant 
to

using industries.

According to 
Baxter, 
studies 
must be m ade to determine how 
rapidly the fungus disease

Good Business 
Seen For 1950 


McCracken Delivers 
Two Addresses Here 


Business men should participate 
more actively in the formation of 
national economic policy, Paul W. 
McCracken, professor of the Uni­ 
versity of Michigan school of busi­ 
ness administration, declared here 
on Monday. 
McCracken addressed the Esca- 
nuaba Kiwanis club Monday noon 
and the University 
of 
Michigan 
lecture series group last night. The 
next lecture on the U. of M. scries 
will be by William Haber, profes­ 
sor of economics, on Monday eve­ 
ning, April IO. 
While the business 
community 
has not been averse to expressing 
its views on government 
legisla­ 
tion, McCracken said It does not 
appear that its protests have been 
too effective. With regard to fed­ 
eral taxation policies, the univer­ 
sity professor 
recommended a 
thorough study to be launched by 
a 
commission, 
similar to 
the 
Hoover commission, with a 
view 
toward overhauling the tax struc­ 
ture. 
Taxes Curb Enterprise 
Twenty-seven per cent of the 
national income is now taken in 
the form of taxes, McCracken said. 
This figure is not as high as Eng­ 
land’s 42 per cent, but the trend in 
this country is cause for some con­ 
cern the professor added. 
“Taxation should not be allowed 
to discouraged 
the 
fellow 
with 
ideas,” McCracken said. “It should 
not inhibit the investment in more 
efficient machinery and equipment 
with a view toward cutting costs. 
The increase of taxes may get to 
the point where it will favor the 
business man who wants to leave 
tilings as they are and curb the en­ 
terpriser who is willing to expand 
and progress.” 
McCracken said that a certain 
amount of socialization, 
such 
as 
roads, schools, and 
other public 
agencies and services, is necessary, 
but he pointed to the dangers of 
going too far in this direction. 
Business Outlook Good 
Discussing business prospects for 
1950, 
McCracken 
said 
present 
signs indicate a greater volume of 
activity in the first half of 
this 
year than the corresponding period 
of 1919, while the outlook for the 
second half depends 
upon 
what 
decisions will be made 
by 
both 
government and business. 
There is a good possibility, how­ 
ever, that 195U will see a gross na­ 
tional product of 258 to 260 billion 
as compared to 256 billion in 1949, 
McCracken added. 
Another good year for residential 
construction was forecast by the 
speaker, who said the prospect is 
for at least one million dwelling 
units as good os last year. 
Pros­ 
pects for construction of sch&bls 
and other public buildings are also I 
favorable. 
Commercial and industrial eon- ! 
struction face a decline, according 
to McCracken, who quoted a Bus!- ; 
ness Week magazine report show- j 
mg a 13 per cent decline in invest- 1 
ments for plants, machinery and I 
equipment. Consumer spending Is I 
holding up fairly well in the early i 
part of 1950, with an increased de- j 
mnnd for such hard goods as tele- , 
vision sets and a weakening de­ 
mand for soft goods, such as wear- .

Indian Artifacts Reveal 
Distinct Culture Traits, 
Historical Society Told 


The American Indian formed a 
distinct race of man and had a 
distinctive and 
interesting cul­ 
ture, Atty. William E. Anderson 
of Escanaba told a recent meeting 
of the Delta County Historical 
Society. 
A student of Indian lore and 
collector 
of 
pie-historic Indian 
artifacts, Anderson's opinions are 
opposed to those of some anthro­ 
pologists who class the Indian 
with the Asiatics, and conflicts 
with the old belief that “the only 
good Indian is a dead Indian.” 
Authorities generally agree that 
in some distant postglacial period 
the first wandering people we 
now 
call 
Indians 
reached 
the 
North American continent across 
the Bering strait from Asia. In 
the thousands of years that fol­ 
lowed 
the 
Indians 
spread 
to 
every sort ion of North and South 
America, establishing through the 
centuries 
a 
distinctive culture, 
Anderson said. 
Largely Peaceful 
“It Is a tremendous story—one 
of the 
greatest human 
interest 
stories in man’s history,” he de­ 
clared. 
The highest cultural develop­ 
ment 
was 
in Central America, 
where the Yucatan Mayans had a 
phonetic language, calendars, and 
other examples of 
a 
distinctive 
civilization. 
Indians of the central and east­ 
ern United States area had at­ 
tained an “in-between” level of 
culture by the time white men 
arrived, Anderson explained. In 
the 
Upper 
Peninsula 
a n t i 
throughout the woodland arca the 
Indians were of Algonquian stock 
and bt longed to the Menominee, 
Chippewa, Huron, 
Ottawa, 
and 
Pottowatami tribes. 
I 
These northern Michigan In­ 
dians were largely peaceful in 
habit and history records but one 
general 
“war.” 
That 
was 
the 
“sturgeon w ar” between the Me- 
nominees and 
Chippewas 
over

son reported. After the arrival of 
the white man, however, the In­

How Indians Lived 
In pre-historic times 
the 
In­ 
dians 
practiced 
religion, 
gave 
women a place of influence in 
their tribal life, 
and 
developed 
some degree of agriculture 
and 
commerce. An 
active 
trade 
in 
copper was maintained and the 
Indians mined the metal in 
the 
Upper Peninsula and at Isle Roy­ 
ale. Anderson said. 
Yet most of their food came 
from the woods and waters and 
consisted of game and fish. They 
lived 
in 
houses 
covered 
with 
bark, not in wigwams made of 


skins, such as those used by the 
Indians 
of 
the plains country, 
Anderson explained. Indian corn, 
beans and squash were produced 
in the gardens, with the women 
doing most of the gardening and 
the other work as well. 
Anderson displayed a number 
of Indian artifacts collected In 
the area. These included arrow 
points of flint and copper, spear 
heads of bone for 
taking 
large 
fish; awls, shuttles and needles of 
copper; copper 
knives; 
tobacco 
pipes, ornamental beads of stone, 
clay and copper; and pottery the 
Indians used for 
cooking 
food 
and storing supplies. Stone axes 
and a rare “butterfly” stone pipe 
were included, in the collection. 
Phase of History 
To this day Americans have a 
“guilty feeling of inferiority, An­ 
derson said. 
Now there Is a strong Impetus 
toward the preservation of Amer­ 
ican Indian legends and the arti­ 
facts representative of the cul­ 
ture of the pre-historic Indian, 
Anderson pointed out. Museums

Animal Research Has 


Saved Millions O f Lives 


TN New York, California, the District of 
^ Columbia and other places lawmakers 
are facing this issue: Should dogs be used 
for medical research? 
The issue isn't new. It keeps bobbing up 
in states and cities all over America. But 
the odd thing is it is being kept alive by a 
very small but loud minority. 
A 
public 
opinion poll showed 85 per cent of U. S. 
people believe dogs should be available to 
medical science. 
The objectors protest that dogs subjected 
to medical experiments are “cruelly” treat­ 
ed. They decry the fact that some of these 
animals are ‘‘cut up” in surgical tests. And 
they argue that dogs aren’t necessary to re­ 
search. 
What are the facts? 
Millions of lives have been saved as a 
research of research performed on dogs 
and other animals. 
Diseases which once 
were mass killers—smallpox, 
diphtheria, 
lobar pneumonia, typhoid, syphilis 
and 
diabetes—today are largely under control 
because of animal experiment. 
All 
serums, 
anti-toxins and vaccines 
were first worked out en animals. The dis­ 
coverer of valuable streptomycin says its 
worth could not have been determined 
without tests on dogs. The U. S. Food and 
Drug Administration requires that all new 
drugs be thoroughly tried on animals be­ 
fore being applied to humans. 
The 
search 
for cures for cancer, high 
blood pressure, polio and other dread dis­ 
eases is absolutely dependent upon use of 
test animals. Dogs are particularly uselul 
in cancer studies, 
for their physical and 
chemical make-up is in many ways close to 
that of humans. 
Dogs employed in research are not pets 
but unwanted animals marked for death 
in public pounds. When experimenters get 
them, some die in the course of tests. But 
other dogs live en for a long time. All are 
given gooc? care. Anesthetics are used w her­ 
ever possible when surgery is called for. 
I

minority, headed by 
Senator Taft ct Ohio, vigorously opposed 
I the majority recommendation and put the 
finger on the crux of the situation with a 
comment that if the majority believes there 
is a steel monopoly, it should present its 
case to the justice department for prosecu- 
I tion under the Sherman anti-trust law. 
Monopolies 
are 
illegal in the United 
States. They are regarded, and justly so, 
as contrary to the 
public 
interest. 
The 
charge made by the Democratic members of 
the senate-house committee implies that the 
steel industry is lacking in competition and 
thereby is controlled by a monopoly. 
If 
such is actually the case, government price 
fixing is not the answer but rather prose­ 
cution under the anti-trust law to break 
the monopoly. 
The recommendation by the majority 
members of the committee strikes at the 
very heart of the American free enterprise 
system. It should be apparent to everyone 
that if government price fixing becomes the 
law in the steel industry, the government 
can move to control prices of everything in 
the United States. That means the end of 
the free enterprise system, the end of cap­ 
italism in this country. 
Price fixing was accepted during the war 
years as a necessity because the checks and 
balances that make the capitalistic system 
work in normal times were absent.

then few can deny that price fixing was a 
huge headache, a temporary expedient to 
meet a temporary condition.

I farmers whose winter wheat was destroy- 
1 cd by green bugs. It so happens that Okla- 
, homa farmers lost about 100,000 acres in 
I winter wheat because of green bugs, but 
the law, on the face of it, would help farm­ 
ers in other states also. 
There is one factor that Senator Thomas 
didn’t mention, however—that, although 
green bugs also infested what in the north, 
Oklahoma is the chief wheat - producing 
state infested by green bugs that grows cot­ 
ton. Thus, Thomas’s plan would help only 
Oklahoma farmers. 
Behind 
closed 
doors, the senator from 
Oklahoma high-pressured the senate con­ 
ferees debating the cotton acreage bill to 
accept his green bug plan as the price for 
his vote. Without him, the vote was split, 
3 to 3. Three northerners—Senators Lucas 
of Illinois, Aiken of Vermant and Young 
of North Dakota—held out against the cot­ 
ton acreage bill—Three others—Ellender of 
Louisiana, Hoey of North Carolina 
and 
Thye of Minnesota—voted for it. 
Mean­ 
while, Thomas sat on the fence. Finally, the 
cotton senators gave him a political bribe 
by accepting his green bug provision. 
Later, alert Sen. Clint Anderson of New 
Mexico blocked this private aid to Okla­ 
homa farmers through a technical maneu­ 
ver on the senate floor. But Thomas is still 
lobbying for it. 
Note—What got Thomas in bad with Ok­ 
lahoma wheat growers was his efforts last 
year to influence the commodity market 
and force the price of wheat down—at the 
same time his speculating partney, Dyke 
Cullum, was gambling on the commodity 
market that wheat would go down. That’s 
the reason Thomas must now redeem him­ 
self with the wheat farmers.

A German just returned from four years 
as a prisoner in Russia: 
“I built a large

Law of the Jungle Prevails 
Already the law of the jungle, 
“survival of the fittest” has taken 
its toll, and only the strong sur­ 
vived. The reigns of leadership al­ 
ready were being grasped firmly 
by a few men schooled by the bit­ 
ter teachings of experience in the 
shcdovvland of human will against 
human will. 


As time went on, the machine— 
that is to say, the supporters of 
the Politburo, became more and 
more 
differentiated 
from 
the 
party even as

drew 
apart from the state. The machine 
already was living its own life, 
with its 
own 
interests 
distinct 
from the aspirations of the people 
whose sole interpreter it claimed 
to be.

His business, it de­ 
veloped, was the “rearrangement” 
of the personnel of the machine, 
on

considerations 
known only to himself. 
In managing a political machine 
the choice ot men is the crucial 
point and Stalin has many rea­ 
sons. 
With magnificant cunning’ and 
dexterity in intrigue, Stalin made 
the best of any means at hand, 
great or small. His patience seem­ 
ed infinite. 
He never engaged in doctrinal 
controversy, 
but 
pursued 
un­ 
swervingly the practical work of 
shaping a body of men best cal­ 
culated to serve him. 
Like the Worm in the Apple 
Stalin learned early how to set 
one man against another and then 
appear in the guise of 
mediator 
with his proposals cleverly 
con­ 
cealed in 
compromise—like 
the 
worm m the apple. 
And Stalin learned the wisdom 
of coming to terms with a strong 
enemy, as well as to despise and 
crush a weak one. 
Secretary of State Dean Ache- 
son recognized this when he said 
that “ . 
we (must) go to work 
to 
(bange 
those 
situations 
of 
weakness 
so 
that they won’t 
create opportunities 
for 
fishing 
and 
opportunities 
for trouble 
(with the Soviet Union).” 
We must instead create situa­ 
tions of strength. 
We are still in Berlin uot be­ 
cause Stalin recanted and chose to 
abide by his word, but because 
we created a situation 
of 
fact 
from which he could not dislodge 
us without grave risk of the war 
for which he was not then pre­ 
pared.

BUTTER AND OLEO—All is not butter 
that is yellow, although the dairy industry 
would have you believe so. Just as the oleo­ 
margarine manufacturers 
will insist that they are 
not trying to imitate but­ 
ter by coloring their prod­ 
uct yellow. 
For 
both 
the 
butter 
processors and the oleo 
manufacturers use yellow 
color to make their prod­ 
uct more appealing to the 
eye. 
The case of butter vs. 
oleo was given a thorough 
DUNATHAN 
hearing at a recent Dairy 
Farmers’ Institute in Delta county spon­ 
sored by Michigan State college extension 
service. 
The importance of the subject to the eco­ 
nomic welfare of the dairy industry was 
explained by Prof. D. L. Murray, exten­ 
sion dairyman of MSC.

THE PRICE FACTOR—There is a direct 
relationship between the price the dairy 
farmer receives for his whole milk—a price 
based on pounds of butterfat. And people 
learned to eat less butter during the war 
and continued to eat less after the war. 
The butter price dropped, the govern­ 
ment bought up and stored 100,000,000 
pounds; but under-consumption caused a 
price-to-the-farmer decline all along the 
line. 
What to do about it? Step up consump­ 
tion of butter, says Dairy Specialist Mur­ 
ray. Which means meeting oleo competi­ 
tion, and that is not an easy chore.

TOUGH GOING—Oleo has taken a new 
lease on life. Congress has removed the fed­ 
eral tax on colored oleo, subject to approv­ 
al in each state. 
In Michigan the people 
will vote on the sale of colored oleo next 
fall. What will happen? Your guess is as 
good as the next, but you can be sure the 
farm vote will be against permitting the 
untaxed sale of colored oleo in Michigan.

SELF ANALYSIS—An interesting phase

brought on by a Delta county dairy farm ­ 
er who wanted to know what to do with the 
farmer who eats oleo—not butter.

Murray inquired what the oleo was 
for. The dairy plant operator told him he 
storked it for the convenience 
of 
the 
farmers from whom he purchased milk. 
They 
would 
take it out on the milk 
truck to sell to the producers along the 
route!

BUTTER AND WHISKY—There is gen­ 
eral agreement that butter must be con­ 
sumed in greater quantities if the market is 
to be sa ?d. Butter consumption per capita 
is declining. 
As the dairy farmers will realize, the 
high retail price (compared to oleo) is a 
discouraging factor. 
But it does not explain the consumer's 
unexplainable reaction to prices. As one 
farmer at the meeting observed: 
“A lot of people think nothing of pay­ 
ing 50 cents for a I ounce shot of whisky 
—but they kick at-paying 60 cents for 
one pound of butter.”

W ASHINGTON— How much in ­ 
terest should you pay when you 
borrow money to buy a home? 
How much should you expect to 
receive if you lend money to a 
homo-owner?

McKinnoti'Gaffney Fight 
Recalled At Munising

When Al McKinnon came to the 
new town of Munising in Upper 
Michigan, from the Soo, he was 
well known as an all-around ath­ 
lete. Baseball, hammer throwing, 
shot-putting and boxing were tht 
most 
popular 
sports 
about 
50 
years ago. 
Sunday ball games were played 
by 
teams 
from 
Munising 
and 
Grand Marais. They chartered a 
boat each Sunday and about 200 
passengers were taken by it to 
and 
from 
the 
ball game, each 
town taking its turn every other 
Sunday. 
On one of these trips at Muni­ 
sing, McKinnon was challenged 
for a boxing 
match 
with 
Jim 
Gaffney. 
They 
were 
both well 
known and the sport fans were 
looking forward to the fight. 
There was no legal boxing at 
that time and the sheriff notified 
McKinnon 
and 
Gaffney 
there 
would be no fight in Alger coun­ 
ty, but they trained until the day 
before the date set, which was a 
Sunday afternoon. 
Transportation was not so good 
at Munising at that time and it 
was all horse-drawn conveyance. 
Along about noon on Sunday, they 
began to get ready all the drays, 
wagons and evwi the two-wheej 
dump-carts from the mills, and 
the crowd was loaded in. Some 
even rode bicycles. 
The boxers had the rope and 
stakes all carried in the wagon 
with the fighters. They drove out 
over the hill and kept on going, 


the sheriff bring up the rear. They 
drove on and on for about seven 
miles. 
When they stopped, the sheriff 
told them he would arrest them, 
but they told him they were out 
of Alger county having just cross­ 
ed the county line. 
The ring was pitched out on the 
green, near an old set of Cody and 
Adis camps. The fighters’ seconds 
passed 
through 
the crowd and 
collected 
about 
$500 and asked 
the sheriff to stay, as it would 
not cost him anything. He stayed, 


I suppose, just as a witness. 
In was a heavy hitters’ duel. 
Each man weighed 200 pounds 
and they fought fast and furious 
and each knocked the other down 
but in the sixth round Gaffney 
went down from a body attack 
and was counted out. 
Nick 
Morrisy 
from Munising 
refereed the fight and the crowd 
was well entertained that Sunday 
afternoon 
and 
the 
sheriff was 
happy. 
About three years later Gaffney 
was shot and killed in his busi­ 
ness place in Detroit by a holdup 
man 
who 
never 
was captured. 
Shortly after that McKinnon was 
shot and killed in Duluth during 
a fight.

Program Told 
Supt. Lemmer Talks 


To Lions Club Here 
There is a shortage of teachers 
for the primary and elementary 
grades hut a surplus of teachers for 
high school classes. Supt. John A. 
Lemmer told the Escanaba Lions 
club M o n d a y night in an outline of 
Escanaba school problems. 
The speaker reported that Esca­ 
naba teachers are paid a starting 
salary of $2,600 for both men and 
women, with a maximum of S3.600 
for men teachers and $3,200 for 
women teachers. There are 116 
teachers in the public school sys­ 
tem, he said. 
Supt. Lemmer revealed that lo­ 
cal taxes for school purposes today 
are $7 per SI.OOO assessed valua­ 
tion. compared with $15.25 per $1.- 
000 valuation in 1925. 
Although 
costs are considerably higher now 
than they were 25 years ago. the 
schools are better financed today 
because of state aid, Mr. Lemmer 
said. He expressed personal op­ 
position to federal aid to educa­ 
tion, however, asserting that Mich­ 
igan taxpayers would probably get 
a return of only about $2 for each 
$5 assessed for federal distribution 
to school districts. 
Good College Record 
The local educator revealed that 
51 c-r of Escanaba high school grad­ 
uates 
attending 
institutions 
of I 
higher learning earn A or B grades 
and that 87'T attain ratings of A, 
B or C. 
“The average would probably 
be higher except that some schools 
accept graduates whom we do not 
recommend for college training, 
Mr. Lemmer said. 
The speaker reviewed the spe­ 
cial education programs, the co­ 
operative work program in which 
students devote half time to jobs 
in local business or industry and 
the veterans institute. 
He also 
explained 
the 
program 
at 
the 
Catherine Bonitas technical school, 
emphasizing 
that 
students 
are 
taught respect for work with the 
hands. 
Mr. Lemmer reported that defi­ 
nite 
plans 
for 
construction 
of 
schools have not yet been made. 
He said that it may become neces­ 
sary to build a new grade school 
even before the construction of a 
new high school. 
The subject of night football 
was brought into the discussion in 
the question and answer period 
that followed. 
Supt. Lemmer re­ 
ported that no decision has yet 
been made on the subject. It will 
pose a problem in securing fi­ 
nances for a lighting system if it 
is decided to play night football 
games here, he said. 
He estimat­ 
ed the cost at S12.000 to S13.000.

Studies- Act 


Ll. P. Schoolmen Hear 
State Educators 
Provisions of the Michigan Area 
Studies Act, passed by the 1949 
legislature to enable each 
county 
to study 
its 
educational 
needs, 
were discussed at a conference of 
U. P. schoolmen and lay persons 
here this morning. 
Approximately 40 persons at­ 
tended the session which opened at 
IO this morning in the Junior High 
school. 
School 
superintendents, 
school board members and 
inter­ 
ested lay persons from Delta, Luce, 
Menominee and Dickinson counties 
are here for the meeting. Hagle 
Quarnstrom, county school super­ 
intendent, is in charge. 
Weather 
conditions prevented a number of 
persons from attending. 
Edgar L. Grim, assistant super­ 
intendent for the Michigan depart­ 
ment of public instruction; Lee 
Kinney, consultant for the com­ 
munity school service program; 
Harry Nesman, chief of the agri­ 
cultural education division of the 
department of public instruction; 
George Gilbert of Marquette, U. P. 
representative for the department 
of instruction; and 
Earl 
Mosier, 
assistant superintendent with the 
public instruction department, are 
here to explain provisions of the 
act. 
5,000 Districts 
In discussion this morning, Ed­ 
gar Grim pointed out that each 
county has many school problems, 
some of 
them tremendous. He 
cited that the school program, with 
plans for improvement of content 
and extension of seethe, was basic 
in the area studies. To provide 
educational opportunities 
for all 
the people is the chief aim, he em­ 
phasized. 
Michigan has about 5.000 school 
districts, and of these about 1,100 
buy their education outside the 
school district, 
Grim noted 
this 
morning. He stated Michigan has 
about 35.000 school teachers, and 
that 
last year the 
department 
granted 8,500 certificates to teach­ 
ers with “sub-standard” training. 
“Last year,” Grim stated, “it cost 
about 
$224,000,000 to 
operate 
Michigan’s schools, 
which 
total 
more than one million. That is big 
business,” he said. The assistant 
superintendent of the 
public In­ 
struction department went on to 
point out that Michigan 
needs 
about $400,000,000 worth of new 
schools. 
Increasing Birthrate 
Two factors which make this 
school building program necessary 
are the increasing 
births' * 
and 
the previous lag in school building, 
Grim explained. 
In 
1948, over 160.000 babies 
were born, three times the number 
born in 1943. ho observed. In ad­ 
dition. from 1921 to 1932, expendi­ 
tures for buildings dropped 
from 
221i» milion dollars to 7, i» million 
dollars, but the birthrate was in­ 
creasing each year, he stated. 
“The Area Studies Act encour­ 
ages people to tackle their own 
school problems and to utilize ail 
technical 
assistance 
available,” 
Grim summarized. 
School buildings, finance and 
teacher supply are among prob­ 
lems to be considered by an area 
study committee.

worked out against a ribbon back­ 
ground. Velvet, grosgrain or moire 
ribbon backgrounds show off the 
trinkets and hold the design to­ 
gether. 


You can, for example, m ake

i cr r.ors. The governors are expect­ 
ed to pass the information on to 
the cities in their states or 
tell 
i them where they can get it. 
More information is being as­ 
sembled, but the job is a big one. 
President Truman favors keep­ 
ing civil defense in civilian hands. 
He doesn't want to set up now, 
even in skeleton form, a 
nation­ 
wide system with block wardens, 
stirrup pumps and helmets.

would be hard to hold together in 
the absence of an emergency. 
The government has 
suggested 
that cities and states concentrate 
now on plans and organizations for 
[combatting 
natural 
disasters— 


Hoods, tires, hurricanes—and use 
these as a framework

and expanded late on. 
Expert Takes Over 
It has suggested that the gover­ 
nors pick someone to take charge 
of civilian 
defense 
planning 
in 
their states, and that mayors do it 
for cities. Governors and many 
mayors have complied. 
Then it would be up to state and 
local planners to line up volunteers 
and equipment for emergency use. 
At the Washington 
end. 
civil 
defense is organized this way: 
Months ago Mr. 
Truman 
gave 
the job to the national security re­ 
sources board, one of his own exe­ 
cutive offices. Just recently a cen­ 
tral clearing house was set up in 
NSRB.
